In the 
building industry, private enterprise stands impotent 
before the challenge to provide housing for the 
greater mass of the people who are limited in 
finance. Agriculture, coal and oil exploration, are 
reliant on Government assistance. ‘The cement in- 
dustry in eastern Victoria is a recent example of 
the breakdown, it was not long ago that they ap- 


plied for Government assistance. 


The difficulty of -finding 
new markets today is illus- 
trated by the panic caused 
when Britain proposed to en- 
ter the European Common 
Market. Production and dis- 
tribution have ceased to be 
an industrial matter, they 
have become a political one. 


The Socialists have been 
proven correct, State control 
in one form or another is the 
only way out. Must it, how- 
ever, be Socialism, with its 
ideas of abolition of explor- 
ation for private profit, and 
the increased distribution of 
social income? 


Self preservation has al- 
ready suggested itself to the 
industrialists, if State con- 
trol must come they them- 
selves must take the initia- 
tive and build themselves in 
as a priveledged part of the 
new system. They try to en- 
sure that the form of State 
control benefits the indus- 
trialists themselves.

PANCAKES AND SCONES 


Pancakes and scones are al- 
ways popular dishes for morn- 
ing or afternoon teas and we 
take this opportunity to include 
a few popular recipes to make 
those -tea breaks more enjoy- 


able. 


Although in the recipe for 
pancakes we have suggested 


serving with lemon juice 
sugar, various other fil 


can be used. Raspberry jam is 
in most families. 


a favourite 
Lemon butter is one we 
like or you can substitute 
fresh fruit, such as 
bananas. to make a very 
nourishing dessert. 


Fruit scones are a pleasing 
variation of the ordinary enes 
and the fruit helps to keep 
them moist. These are very 
good to pop into school lunch 
boxes. Remember that the 
Secret of success with scones 
is to mix them and get them 
into the oven as quickly as 
possible. A lot of handling 
of the dough tends to make 
tough scones. Also remember 
to keep the dough fairly moist 
for the best results, 

Drop scones and pikelets are 
one and the same and are 
always popular for morning 
and afternoon teas and infor- 
mal meals. Be careful not to 
spoon too much mixture on 
to the griddle at a time, 
if you want attractive look- 
ing pikelets. 

By the way, the pancake 
recipe also makes an excellent 
Yorkshire pudding. Next time 
you have roast beef on the 
menu, try cooking the pan- 
cake mixture as you would 
your usual Yorkshire pudd- 
ing recipe. 


PANCAKES 

i cup flour 
1 pinch salt 
1 egg : 
4 pint evaporated milk duluted 

with 4 pint of water 

Sift flour and salt into a 
basin, make a well in centre 
of flour, break egg into it and 
gradually beat egg into flour 


with wooden spoon, add the 
diluted evaporated milk until 
half is used and all the flour 
has been mixed. Beat out all 
the lumps and add remainder 
of milk. Set in a cool place 
for one hour or more. Melt 
one teaspoon of fat in ine 
pan and wipe it with paper 
then melt one teaspoon of 
butter in pan and pour in 
snough batter mixture to just 


cover the pan. Cook until set, 
turn pancake quickly 
brown on other side. Drain 
on sugared paper, sprinkle 
with lemon juice and sugar 
and serve at ‘once.

FRUIT SCONES 
8 oz. self-raising flour 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1 pinch salt | 
2 tablespoons butter 
3 oz. evaporated milk diluted 
with 3 oz. water 
2 oz. sultanas, raisins or cur- 
rants 
Sift dry ingredients, rub in 
butter and add fruit. Mix 
with sufficient milk to make 
a fairly soft dough. Turn 
on to floured board, roll out 
to thickness, cut into 
rounds. Place on a greased 
tray and glaze with a little 
evaporated milk. Bake in 
oven at 450°F. for 6-8 minutes.

DROP SCONES 

1 cup self-raising tiour 
1 pinch salt 
1 egg 
2 oz. evaporated milk diluted 

with 2 oz. water 
1 tablespoon sugar 

Sieve flour and salt. Make 
a well in the centre. Beat 
egg and milk together. Pour 
in the egg and milk and 
beat in the flour gradually 
with a wooden spoon. Add 
the sugar and beat well. Heat 
griddle and grease. Put the 
mixture in dessertspoons on 
the gridle. When it begins to 
bubble turn with knife. Allow 
to cook through and become 
a light brown on each side. 
Lift on to a clean cloth and 
cover.
